ried on ev ery where in Indiana and 
Ohio. 
C. C. B arrett of Knightstown call­ 
ed May or Shank last night and told 
him forty v olunteer workmen will a r­ 
riv e in Indianap olis Sunday morning. 
‘‘If Knightstown can do that,” said 
a Rushv ille man this morning, “ we 
ought to be able to giv e up a little 
money to help some p oor sufferers.” 
“These 
men,” said Mr. B arrett, 
“are all workers and can not afford 
to quit work to go to Indianap olis on 
any other day . They will wear boots, 
and will carry shov els and brooms 
with them. 
The fellows who can not 
afford to p ay their car fare will be 
taken care of by me. 
They want to 
help Indianap olis and are taking this 
means of doing it.” 
Knightstown came to the front in 
tlie flood relief work, too, when the 
emp loy es, officers and ev en children 
in the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Orp hans’ 
Home contributed money to aid the 
flood sufferers in Indianap olis. The 
total collected amounted to $8 3, and 
the children alone gav e $7 .33. 
They 
scrap ed up their p ennies to assist 
someone in distress. 
The letter to 
the Indianap olis News said they con­ 
tributed from one p enny up , and ev en 
though many of them had no more 
than that, they gav e it willingly and 
readily . 
“ There is more need at Brook- 
v ille,” said 
a 
Rushv ille 
man this 
morning, “than any other p lace in 
the state. 
Because it is so close to 
home, p eop le forget there were more 
p eop le drowned at Brookv ille than 
in any other city in Indiana.

This man has been in Brookv ille 
since the calamity and

that he p assed wagons loaded with 
sup p lies on the way from Conners- 
v ille, which mov ed him to declare 
that it was not fair to make Con- 
nersv ille and smaller towns north of 
there bear the burden of caring for 
neighbors in distress.

HARD CRUST PROTECTS FIELD 


The local wheat crop is in good 


shape up to date. In order to fully 
realize the promise now given the 
wheat plant should have plenty < of 
heat, air and moisture. 


On account, of the hard crust 


which covers the wheat fields, thus 
forming a complete water connection 
between the water supply below and 
the surface of the soil, it is estimated 
that the warmth of the sun will 
evaporate fully one hundred barrels 
of water per day from a fifty acre 
field, and to, stop this great evaporar 
tion a light tillage of the soil should 
be made at once. 


This is best acomplished by using 


a roller to be followed by a light har- 
rowing and this can be kept up until 
the plant has attained a growth of 
fully 4 inches. 


A still further benefit could be giv- 


en the plant by broadcasting 
some 


good commercial fertilizer, but stir- 
ring, the soil so as to break this hard 
crust is the most important of all. 
From the reports regarding .condi- 
tions, the fields have not been ma- 
terially damaged by the floods, al- 
though in some (daces the lelds were 
cut up by the current.

Law in Indiana Now That School 


Children Shall Celebrate Arbor 


Day. 


APRIL 18, IS DATE THIS YEAR 


No Definite Program Prescribed But 


Teachers Wilt Arrange Lessons 


And Demonstrations. 


Arbor Day was inaugurated in 


1872 in Nebraska through the efforts 
of J. Sterling Morton. In Indiana 
it.was first observed in 1884. Since 
that time once or twice each year 
more or less attention 
has been 


given to Arbor Day. The last legis- 
lature passed a law requiring that 
Arbor Day be annually observed in 
the schools of the state and has 
fixed the third Friday of April of 
each year as the day. This shows 
the advance of the work of -forestry 
in this state and the law is welcomed 
by teachers, pupils and parents. 


On this date practically 500,000 


school children will be told what 
kind of trees, shrubs and vines to 
select for shade and ornamental pur- 
poses; 
how to plant and care for 


them. Appropriate exercises will be 
held and the planting, pruning and 
caring for trees will be demonstra- 
ted. The parents also will be invi- 
ted to participate in the exercises. 
On this day, the teacher, pupil and 
narent will work together, and it is 
believed that a sentiment in favor ol 
making the home and our cities more- 
beautiful will soon prevail. 


No definite program has been pre- 


scribed by the new law, but it is ex- 
pected that a majority of the teach- 
ers will give lessons in the selection 
of the kind of trees, shrubs and 
vines to plant, how to plant, prune 
and care for 
them, Grafting and 


budding may also be demonstrated. 
Where space will permit, suitable 
trees, shrubs and vines will be plant- 
ed on the school grounds'. Their lo- 
cation will be studied so that their 
arrangement will result in artistic 
effects; fences and out buildings 
will be screened from view.- 


It is hoped that the schools of ev-» 


ery neighborhood will compete with 
each other in the improvement of 
their grounds.. However, the plant- 
ing of trees will accomplish little un- 
less they are «roperly protected and 
cared for. Plant trees and "watch 
them grow" by caring for them. 


Much valuable information on the 


selection, planting and pruning of 
shade trees is contained in the 1910 
report of the State Board of Fbres- 
try,'which may be obtained free by 
writing to the State Forester at In- 
dianapolis.

JDr. F. D. Kern of Purdue Tells How 


, to Ward Off Oats Smut and 


Potato Scab. 


CAUSE BIG LOSS ANNUALLY 


Use of Formaldehyde According to 


the Formula Set Forth Will 


Save Large Sum. 


"It is possible to prevent smut of 


oats and scab of potatoes by a 
very simple inexpensive process," 
says Dr. E. D. Kern of the Purdue 
Experiment, Station. "Since these 
two pests are the sources of enor- 
mous losses every year to farmers 
and truek-gardners this preventive 
treatment is worthy of attention. The 
treatment consists in soaking 
the 


seed grain or potatoes in a solution 
of formaldehyde and 
water. Al- 


though these treatments were devis- 
ed a number of yearfe ago'and have 
been sucessfully used ever since by 
a great many, the numerous inquiries 
which are daily coming to the Pur- 
due 
Experiment Station 
indicate 


that there are still many persons who 
are not familiar with them." 


Formaldehyde is a clear colorless 


liquid with a penetrating odor. 
It 


is so commonly used for disinfectant 
purposes that practically 
all drug 


stores now handle it. It is a solu- 
tion of gas in water similar to amo- 
nia and the standard strength is 40 
'per cent. Buying in original sealed 
packages makes it certain that there 
has been no dilution. Bottles 
or 


cans containing the liquid' must be 
iept well corked to prevent the gas 
from escaping which would weaken 
the strength. 
. 


Formaldehyde is sometimes also 


sailed formalin, but that is a re- 
stricted trade name,, and in the drug 
trade formaIdehyde is much more 
familiar. The early 
experimental 


work was done with an 
imported 


product under the name formalin, 
which acounts for the introduction 
and use of that term in the scientific 
bulletins. It is non-corrosive and es- 
sentially non-poisonous. In the di- 
Juted form in which it is used for the 
oats and potato treatments the pun- 
gent odor very largely disappears. 


Discussing methods of application 


Prof. Kern states that to prevent 
smut of oats spread out the seed on 
a floor or canvas and sprinkle with 
solution of one pint of formaldehyde 
to fifty gallons of water until moist, 
but not wet enough to pack in the 
hand. Shovel over repeatedly to dis- 
tribute moisture evenly,' then into a 
pile and cover with sacks or canvas 
for at least two hours. 
The seed 


may be sown at once, or, if more 
convenient, may stand until the next 
day. 
If to be kept longer, dry as 


rapidly as possible by spreading in 
a thin layer and stirring occasional- 
ly with a rake of by mixing in some 
land 
plaster. Avoid 
re-infecting 


with smnt from smutty sacks or bins 
after treatment. Give them the for- 
maldehyde treatment also. 
The so- 


lution may be mixed in a 
barrel 


and applied with a sprinkling can. 
Each gallon of 
this 
solution 
is 


enough for a little more than one 
bushel of oats. 


This method is not affective for 


loose smnt of wheat or the common 
smuts of barley and corn. 


To prevent potato scab soak the 


potatoes to be used for planting for 
at least two hours in water to which 
has been added one pint of formalde- 
hyde to each thirty gallons of the 
water. 
Somewhat ' longer 
soaking 


will usually do no harm, especially 
if the potatoes have not begun to 
sprout. After treatment, 
cut' and 


plant in the usual way on land free 
from scab. 
Land that has grown 


scabby potatoes or any root crop 
should be planted to other crops for 
two or three years before again re- 
planting to potatoes. 


This treatment can be profitably 


applied to .all seed potatoes even 
wlien apparently free from scab. The 
solution, which may be mixed and 
conveniently used in a small water- 
ing tank, or large ^barrel, mav be used 
for^ several consecutive -treatments, 
but after the first two or three times 
the treatment should be continued 
longer as the solution weakens with 
use.

Bedclothing is especially 
needed because people are suffering 
from the cold nights. Such dona- 
tion may be sent to the Republican 
office. 


The case of forty Knightstown 


men who are going to Indianapolis 
Sunday with hoes and brooms to 
help clean up the debris left in West 
Indianapolis by the flood, is cited as 
another reason why Rushville should 
bestir itself and assist in the relief 
that is needed and that is being car- 
ried on everywhere in Indiana and 
Ohio. 


^C. C. Barrett of Knightstown call- 


ed Mayor Shank last night and told 
him forty volunteer workmen will ar- 
rive in Indianapolis Sunday morning. 
"If Knightstown can do that," said 
a Rushville man this morning, "we 
ought to be able to give up a little 
•money to help some poor sufferers." 


"These men," said Mr. Barrett, 


"are all workers and can not afford 
to quit work to go to Indianapolis on 
any other day. They will wear boots, 
and will carry shovels and brooms 
with them. The fellows who can not 
afford to pay their car fare will be 
taken care of by me. They want to 
help Indianapolis and are taking this 
means of doing it." 


Knightstown came to the front in 


the flood relief work, too, when the 
employes, officers and even children 
in the Sailors' and Soldiers' Orphans' 
Home contributed money to aid the 
flood sufferers in Indianapolis. The 
total collected amounted to $83, and 
the children alone gave $7.33. They 
scraped up their pennies to assist 
someone in distress. The letter to 
the Indianapolis News said they con- 
tributed from one penny up, and even 
though many of them had no more 
than that, they gave it willingly and 
readily. 


"There is more need at Brook- 


ville," said a Rushville man this 
morning, "than any other place in 
the state. Because it is so close to 
home, people forget there were more 
people drowned at Brookville than 
in any other city in Indiana. Four- 
teen bodies have been recovered al- 
ready and others are still missing. 
There is' more neglect and a greater 
loss there in comparison than any 
place else in Indiana. 
They need 


our help. We are slow in coming to 
ourselves." 


It is true that the real conditions 


at Brookville are just beginning to 
dawn on .the people of the counties 
surrounding it. Telephone and tele- 
graph communication and rail con- 
nections were broken off by the high 
water and the true status of affairs 
was not learned until many days af- 
ter the disaster. People had become 
calloused by that time and they have 
never stopped to think what this 
man said this morning that there 
were more drowning, more loss> 
more neglect and more destitution 
there than any place in Indiana. • 


This man has been in Brookville 


since -the calamity and 
he knows 


whereof he speaks. He knows that 
the people are in real need. He says 
that he passed wagons loaded with 
supplies on the way from Conners- 
ville, which moved him to declare 
that it was not fair to make Con- 
nersville and smaller towns north of 
there bear the burden of caring for 
neighbors in distress. 


The use of a motor truck is so- 


licited to convey the bedroom suits 
and other household 
furnishings 


which may be donated to the relief 
fund to Brookville. The people are 
in need of money, household goods 
and fuel more than anything else; 
they have enough food supplies and 
clothes for the present.
